We file this Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) to request the acceptance of the 
Declaration by the joint inventors on behalf of the non-signing inventor, Dr. Glenn Larsen, 
whose conduct indicates that he cannot be reached to execute the Declaration. 

Accompanying this Petition is a Statement of Facts (Exhibit A) in support of the filing of 
this Petition. The Statement of Facts is written by M. Andrea Ryan, a patent attorney at Wyeth 
an assignee of the application who supervises Lorrie J. Federico, a patent assistant at Wyeth. 
The Statement of Facts indicates that under Ms. Ryan's supervision Ms. Federico has made 
diligent efforts to get Dr. Larsen to sign the Declaration. Ms. Federico sent five copies of the 
Declaration to Dr. Larsen and has made several attempts to reach him by phone. Despite Ms.

In addition to the facts presented in Exhibit A, the undersigned sent a copy of a 
Declaration to Dr. Larsen via certified mail on March 19, 2004 (Exhibit B).

The undersigned requested that Dr. Larsen sign and return the Declaration by March 26, 2004, 
and notified Dr. Larsen of the impeding deadline of March 31, 2004 to submit the Declaration to 
the United States Trademarks and Patent Office. The undersigned asked Dr. Larsen to contact 
her should he have any questions or concerns about the Declaration. The copy of the 
Declaration that was sent by registered mailed was returned to the undersigned as "unclaimed" 
by Dr. Larsen.

STATEMENT OF FACTS PURSUANT 
TO 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) BY M. ANDREA RYAN, ESQ. 

1. On September 11, 2003 Wyeth received a letter dated September 9, 2003 from Ropes 
& Gray, LLP enclosing an Assignment and a Declaration for Patent Application 
("Declaration") to be signed by the inventors of the above mentioned application who have 
assigned their rights to the invention to Wyeth. Exhibit 1 is a copy of the letter received from 
Ropes & Gray, LLP. 

2. On September 18, 2003 Wyeth sent a letter to Glenn Larsen, Ph.D. via Federal 
Express enclosing a copy of the application, Assignment, Declaration, and a return Federal 
Express form and envelope. The letter asked Dr. Larsen to sign the Assignment and 
Declaration and return the documents to Wyeth. Exhibit 2 contains copies of the documents 
sent to Dr. Larsen, and proof that this Federal Express package was in fact delivered and 
signed for or released by Dr. Larsen. 

3. On December 8, 2003 a duplicate of the letter of September 11, 2003 was sent to 
Glenn Larsen via Federal Express enclosing a second copy of the application, a second copy 
of the Assignment, a second copy of the Declaration, and a return Federal Express form and 
envelope. Exhibit 3 is a copy of the cover letter sent to Dr. Larsen with the enclosed 
documents and proof that this Federal Express package was in fact delivered and signed for 
or released by Dr. Larsen. 

4. On January 14, 2004, my assistant, Lorrie J. Federico called directory assistance for 
Glenn Larson's home telephone number, and was given two numbers: 978-443-4059; and 
978-443-9642. When she called these numbers, both went to voicemail. The 978-443-9642 
number had an outgoing message stating: "You have reached the Larsen's...." Ms. Federico 
left messages on both voicemails, requesting a telephone call back to discuss the packages 
sent to Dr. Larsen in September and December. Exhibit 4 is a copy of the notes made by Ms. 
Federico when she called Dr. Larsen on January 14, 2004. 



5. On January 16, 2004 Ms. Federico sent an e-mail to Wyeth's Human Resource 
Department requesting a work or e-mail address for Dr. Larsen. They did not have the 
requested information. Exhibit 5 is a copy of the e-mail correspondence with Human 
Resources. 

6. On January 19, 2004 Ms. Federico called both telephone numbers again, and left 
voicemails requesting that Dr. Larsen call back to discuss the packages sent to him in 
September and in December. Exhibit 6 is a copy of the notes Ms. Federico made when she 
called Dr. Larsen on January 19, 2004. 

7. On January 28, 2004 Ms. Federico sent a package to Glenn Larsen via Federal 
Express containing: copies of the letters dated September 18, 2003 and December 8, 2003, 
another copy of the Assignment and Declaration, and a return Federal Express form and 
envelope. Exhibit 7 is proof that this Federal Express package was delivered. 

8. In late January, we received, via regular mail, the signature page from the Assignment 
document we previously sent to Dr. Larsen. However, we did not receive a signed copy of 
the Declaration, or a note explaining why the Declaration was not signed and returned. 
Exhibit 8 is copy of the Assignment signature page received from Dr. Larsen. 

9. On February 3, 2004 Ms. Federico sent another package to Dr. Larsen via Federal 
Express containing: copies of the letters dated September 18, 2003 and December 8, 2003, 
another copy of the Assignment and Declaration, and a return Federal Express form and 
envelope. Exhibit 9 is proof that this Federal Express package was delivered. 

10. On February 23, 2004 Ms. Federico sent yet another package to Glenn Larsen via 
Federal Express containing: copies of the letters dated September 18, 2003 and December 8, 
2003, another copy of the Assignment and Declaration, and a return Federal Express 
envelope. Exhibit 9 is proof that this Federal Express package was in fact delivered. 

11. Ms. Federico left several more voicemail messages, unanswered telephone calls to his 
residence, and several attempts to obtain a signed Declaration from Dr. Larsen with regards 
to the above mentioned application. Exhibit 77 is a copy of certain e-mail correspondence 
showing further efforts in trying to obtain a signed copy of the Declaration from Dr. Larsen. 



12. On April 1, 2004 1 called both of Dr. Larsen' s phone numbers and left messages about 
signing and returning the Declaration. He has not returned those calls. 

13. On April 13, 2004 1 sent an e-mail to Dr. Larsen' s business location about arranging 
to have the Declaration signed. The e-mail was delivered but not responded to by Dr. Larsen.
